Dear City Clerk: 

I am submitting a public information records request for information on the justifications for 
placing the island berms on Herondo at the Hermosa Avenue intersection. 



As can be easily seen. Big Rigs and Large Trucks cannot make a wide-right turn onto Hermosa 
Avenue because of the Island Berms. 

The direct-impact of these berms is to route heavy-truck to 27 th street. 

The Pier Avenue truck-route is now restricted by so many stop signs as a consequence of the 
customer-friendly sidewalks that it discourages truck drivers from using Pier to access Hermosa 
Avenue or Pier Plaza businesses. 

Other signs also restrict traffic flow at Herondo and Manhattan Ave northbound. 

This makes 27th street as the preferred route if not the only viable route for all ingress to 
Hermosa Ave and Plaza businesses. 

At the moment these berms were placed on Herondo the city effectively designated 27th 
street as a primary truck-route for these businesses. 

But where were the safety studies related to making 27th a primary truck route? 

Where were the studies on the quality of life given the noise levels on 27th are already 2-4 
times the recommended level of 55dBA for an R2 zoned street? 

Where were the noise abatement actions prior to making 27th street a primary truck route? 

Where were the near-roadway pollution effects studies given 27th streets street-canyon 
topology? 
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Where was the discussion that 27th is NOT the most direct route to these businesses and that 
was the purpose of the no-trucks signs on 27 th in the first place? 

These questions are not rhetorical. 

They frame the specific information I am requesting below: 

1. All documentation on the justifications for the island berms on Herondo. 

2. All documentation any studies to of the city-wide effect on truck flow as a consequence of 
the placement of these berms? 

3. Documentation on any discussion by city engineers or city administration regarding the 
likely effect of these berms on the flow of truck traffic? 

4. Any documentation or notifications given to the residents of 27th street about the changes in 
truck flow to 27th that were likely to be caused by the placement of these berms 

5. All documentation on public hearings related to making 27th street a truck-route. 

6. Ail documentation on discussions by city staff and the HBPD about making 27th street the 
primary truck-route the aforementioned businesses. 

7. All documentation on when the city actually made the decision to use 27th street as the 
primary truck route for ingress to the aforementioned businesses. 

8. Any documentation on cities efforts to address the safety concerns identified in the following 
safety assessment document, past, present or future. 

9. Copy of the CEQD Negative-Finding for the Herondo Island-Berm project.
